Quiet as the dr earning trees , 
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' Through the Looking-Glass ' 

Over my desk there hangs a copy of Raphael’s The School of Athens. Often—very 
often—as 1 sit and look at it, it almost happens that 1 can stand on the marble steps, 
under the arches of that Grecian temple and can actually hear the swift, eager words 
which fly from one brightly-robed figure to another. And what a goodly company of 
ancient Greeks it is! The lure of all the riddles asked by Nature and by Man has 
permeated those walls, and back and forth fly the finely-taken questions and answers 
concerning the nature of the earth, the stars, of Man, and of God. Thinkers, these 
men are, entered upon the great Adventure of the Mind, attempting to look full at life, 
“to see it steadily and see it whole.” There arc among them those who hear the Music of 
the Spheres, and those who thrill to the dance of the atom; those who run at the call of 
Pleasure, and those who are sober at the voice of Duty; one who says, “Come up from 
the world and seek to know perfection,” and one who says, “Know thyself.” 

I his was the School of Athens, several centuries before Christ. And yet no age 
down the long vista of ages past is so like in spirit and in attitude toward life to our 
own. lo both life holds out a great challenge to reason; minds become winged and 
seek the farthest parts of the universe in an effort to know. Both have rejected the 
guidance of tradition and authority and have become scientifically-minded, critical; 
satisfied only by probing and investigating, experimenting and testing; straining to hear 
all the smallest voices of the earth and to understand them. 

Lach year at Commencement, as the Seniors stand on the steps of the Hollins 
Libiaiy, 1 am reminded anew of the group on those other steps. Here, as there, there 
•ue brightly-robed figures, among whom swift questions have flown back and forth; 
hiu also are those who have heard the Music of the Spheres, and those who have 
thiillul to the dance of the atom. We are one with the School of Athens in our 
philosophy of adventure, in our passionate desire to find out for ourselves. And yet, 
there is one vast difference between the School of Today and that group of early thinkers 
gatluicd in the temples of Greece, or walking on Grecian shores and under Grecian 
skies, they were far more truly pioneers even than we; or certainly in a sense in which 
\\i can nevei be. l 4 or the paths which they blazed were in virgin forests of thought; it 
was a wholly new thing then to seek to understand, and behind their frontiers there was 
a meager store of supplies for the adventure. Nevertheless, they set forth on a quest for 
tuith which has been carried on for two thousand years, sometimes under strange 
ltadus and into strange fields. And now modern Youth stands, fired by the same 
passion for truth which is freedom, the heir of all these intervening ages, with a social 
and intellectual heritage comparable neither in quality nor in quantity to any other. 

It is this inheritance which makes the great difference between the two ages, and 1 
,,ltnl vv °nder it our eager pushing of the mind forward and upward would not be 
made even more warmly satisfying than it is if we would take comprehensive stock of 
this inheritance. It is a great reservoir of wealth, if not as a source of authority, as a 
iccoid of the emerging of the human race from the hand of God—and therefore as an 
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explanation of ourselves. Emerson says, “I can find Greece, Asia, Italy, Spain and the 
Islands—the genius and creative principles of each and of all eras in my own mind;— 
there is properly no history, only biography.” And Goethe says that the philosophy of 
every man and of every age depends largely upon the door by which life is entered. To 
know ourselves, then, will involve an understanding of the doors which have been Hung 
open for us and of those who have Hung them open. For our age, with its questioning, 
courageous curiosity, is, in this sense, a mirror in which even the School of Athens is 
reflected. To gain any real, live values from being “an heir of all the ages” it is 
required that we slip through, as Alice did, into the Looking-Glass House where the 
pawns are all alive. “First, there’s the room you can see through the glass plainly— 
that’s just about the same as our own room only the things go the other way.” But 
beyond, it is quite different. 

But, you will say, the golden glories of the old are only fallen leaves about the feet 
of the young—what we want is not tradition but inspiration. And Goethe answers, 
“\Vc must all receive and learn from those who were before us. . . To speak the 

truth, what had 1 that was properly my own save the ability to see and hear, to dis¬ 
tinguish and to select, and to enliven with some wit what 1 had seen and heard, then 
to interpret it with some degree of skill? I, by no means, owe my works to my own 
wisdom alone, but to a thousand things and persons . . that provided me with 
material. . . All told me what they felt and thought, how they lived and worked 

and what experiences they had gained, and I had but to put out my hand and reap what 
others had sown for me.” 

It is this ability to see and hear and thus to put out our hands and reap what has 
been sown for us which alone makes us heirs of all the ages in any true sense. Those 
who have eyes, yet not the ability to sec, can do no more than move about under the 
protection of reforms, employ machines, and express dogmas, all of w hich were at one 
time private opinions, then dreams, then struggles. Truly to inherit a thing, whether 
it be a system of student government on a college campus, a theory of gravitation, or an 
automobile, it is required that we imagine “intensely and comprehensively,” that we 
grope with searching tendrils of the imagination into the soul where it was once a 
dream and a vision,—that is, where the truth of it lies. Those who enter thus 
through the looking-glass find, as Alice did, that it is “oh, so beautiful! and 
tradition becomes inspiration. 

And what can we do with this inheritance, granted that we are able to grasp it? 
The surging spirit of adventure, of Youth, the winged desire to push ever forward and 
onward, forbids us to accept as final the experiences of other souls as they stand reflected 
in the life about us. Nevertheless, one never comes back from the looking-glass world 
without a feeling that he has been treading on holy ground. Ordinary things are no 
longer ordinary for they contain the dreams of the ages. We become gentler and less 
ruthless; more thoughtful of our own contributions, knowing that they will live after us; 
and more grateful to those of other times, knowing that “we could not reach the goal 
which we have set except we travel o’er the road which they have laid.”

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New Lamps For Old 

a PEASANT who attended Wordsworth’s funeral is reported to have said at the close 
of the ceremony, “Well, I suppose his son will inherit the business now.” He expressed 
an opinion prevalent in his time concerning the common method of choosing a vocation. 
But it is a far cry from this period of sons following fathers in business, and daughters 
following mothers in the gentle arts of living in carefree leisure, or the more distasteful arts ol 
making the most of nineteenth century inconveniences. We have discovered that sons who in¬ 
herited their fathers’ businesses usually managed them badly, if at all. We have seen boys sent 
through their father’s law schools, only to revert to farming or some other chosen field, when the 
first opportunity offered. Modern youth chooses its own ways of self-expression. Although a few 
paths for the development of individual personality and its expression have always existed, the 
modern college provides new lamps which reveal in a Hood of light a network of alluring path¬ 
ways, w ith signposts on the way. 

Recent scientific experiments in applied psychology have opened a new field of interest in the 
study of individual differences. Each year brings some new tool for the testing of mental capacities 
and special abilities, and some new knowledge of the results of the permutations and combinations 
of inheritance strains in the mental make-up of our population. With such a technology we are able 
to explain why people excel in certain kinds of work in preference to others, and increasing meas¬ 
ure, we are able to give scientific assistance to people in the choice of vocations and avocations. 

Coincident with the development of an increased knowledge of the diversity and range of peo¬ 
ple’s capacities, has come a realization of the< economic wastes attendant upon misapplied energy. 
From the conservation of natural resources, economists have turned our attention to the conserva¬ 
tion of human resources. All phases of human welfare, but especially the economic phases, necessi¬ 
tate a careful apportioning of the human resources of any population to obtain an increasing social 
product. Round pegs in square holes mean wasted energy for which a high economic price is paid, 
to say nothing of the human costs. The nation-wide movement for vocational guidance in the 
schools, colleges, universities, and for the adults already in the great industries of our country, has 
a direct and important bearing upon the economic and social problems of low wages and unem¬ 
ployment, poverty and dependency, and this is what a genuine vocational guidance program means 
—could it be fully developed, it might be of some assistance also in solving problems incident to our 
cheap and unwholesome recreation, our poor taste and mediocre culture. 

Dr. Fruette in her stimulating book entitled: “Women and Leisure” says— 

“Among our social ideals we must count both the right to leisure and the right to work. This 
much is certain in the midst of our fluctuating psychology, that every individual has need of a 
task, of a regular task. It should be one which is suited to his capabilities, one which calls forth 
his honest efforts, and in the fulfillment of which is secured the satisfaction which comes from 
achievement.” 

Even the simplest occupations offer satisfaction of achievement to the fellowship of co-workers. 
Emerson gave expression to our common knowledge that the tendency to activity is a fundamental 
psychological phenomenon when he said that a task is a life-preserver. We must add to the ne¬ 
cessity for activity, and the opportunity for self-expression in work, the ethical obligation to society 
which many now feel is universally involved in this matter, and the case for a “real job" is com¬ 
plete. 

Extensive division of labor and a rising standard of living together with the development of 
science have led to the rapid growth of industry and commerce, and to an unprecedented expansion 
of the arts and professions in the last century. There are myriads of jobs today—jobs of sufficient¬ 
ly diverse character to demand the varied abilities of our people. Jobs too numerous to mention, 
with potentialities still untouched! The pressure for self-expression has never been so insistent as 
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at present, and never have there been so many channels for it. Fields closed to women for gen¬ 
erations have recently been opened, and an influx of trained women has come into business, law, 
medicine, architecture and art, social work, technical work in laboratories as well as in the indus¬ 
tries arising from the subdivision of activities in the home. 

Women’s colleges and their graduates have not been slow in taking advantage of the new situa¬ 
tion. College faculties and c^ricula have changed to meet the demands of their students and the 
world outside. The invidious distinction between cultural and vocational courses is rapidly dis¬ 
appearing as cultural courses become of vocational significance, and vocational courses acquire cul¬ 
tural values. The new spirit affects every phase of educational policy. Nor have Hollins faculty 
and alumnae been behind hand in this movement. 

In a study of the social statistics of Hollins alumnae made in 1925, it was found that approxi¬ 
mately three-fourths of all Hollins alumnae had been employed after leaving college. Although 
two-thirds of them were married, a large majority of these had been gainfully employed prior to 
marriage. The most common interval between leaving college and marriage was a two-to-three- 
year period. While the most popular vocation among Hollins graduates was teaching, a constantly 
increasing number was reported in the fields of journalism, social work, banking, insurance and 
other forms of business, home economics, library work, nursing, music and art. Many of these 
graduates are pioneers, blazing the trail forcollege girl in the South, and especially for Hollins 
students of today. 

For the Class of 1926 a special message is reserved. Hollins has high hopes of your ability and 
willingness to meet your community's demand for your thought and energies. Much is expected 
of college women today, and justly so, for theirs is a rich heritage. May the love of learning and 
scholarship, pride in a job well done, and high ideals of good citizenship, which Hollins cherishes, 
bring you success in the great adventures before you!
